880,000 HAUL OF SYCEE. AND 
VALUABLE CARGO. 


The VC, Daily Nets’ of October oth

The: latest victim is the San Peh S-N. 
Co.’s 3.3. Vingthin, a vessel well-known, 
in Shanghai and trading regularly he- 
tween this port. and Foochow and other 
places on the coast. 2 : 

The ¥iugshin Weft Shanghai on Thurs-| 
day last, under “the command of Capt 
Torgersen, with a large number of passen: 
gers, a considerable amount of cargo and 
a quantity of sycee, all for Foochow, 
The voyage was without incident until 
Friday when, as tho vessel was, npproach- 
ing, Wenchow, 34 pirates, who had ship ed 
Qs passengers, took charge of the ship 
and made prisoner most of the crew, in- 
cluding the master and chief officer, hoth 
foreigners, and all of the Youa fide pas-| 
sengers, a ; 

The pirates took complete charge of the | 
ship, which’ was navigated to Bias Bay, 
n notorious pirate stronghold and ren- 
dezvous not for from Hongkong, where ; 
130 chests of sycee,;some mails, consign- 
ment of piece goods and a considerable | 
amount'of booty which had been taken! 
from the helpless passengers, was landed. 
Having got their: booty safely ashore, 
the pirates abandoned the, Vingshia, 
which made for Amoy, at- which port sho 
iy stated to have arrived, on« Tuesday. 
She -was expected to arrive’ at Foovchow 
on Wednesday and no doubt will be back 
in Shanghai in a day or two.- 

QUARTERMASTER KILLED. 

No first-hand ‘information is yet avail- 
able, but, there seeths to be no doubt 
that, when the pirates first attacked the 
‘ship, some sort of resistance’ was shown 
iby the crew, and that in the ensuing’; 
struggle a Chineso quartermaster . was
